Hon Democracy Works. 

It is an old and true saying that principles 
are eternal. This has lately been demonstrated 
in such a way that none will deny it. The 
principle thatthe rights of an American abroad 
was entitled to the strongest protection of his 
government was never vindicated in its fullest 
extent until under the Democratic Administra- 
tion of Gen. Pierce. The noble stand taken by 
the President in the Ko.-tza affair put a new 
phase upon a perplexed question, and in such 
a way that it challenged the respect of the 
world. The effect of that one act will never 
die, but will be beneficial to mankind as long as 
governments exist. 

We were reading the other day in the New 
York papers an incident which grew out of 
the assertion of the principles advocated in 
Secretary JIabct's celebrated Kostza letter, 
which made our heart glad at one of the results 
of a good Democratic principle. According to 
the story it seems that a young American trav- 
elling in Europe happened to permit himself to 
talk rather freely in a restaurant to some Au- 
strain editors, contrasting the pro-peritv eujoy- 
ed under the republican freedom in the United 
States with the condition of the people under 
the Austrian rule. Some evil disposed persons 
reported to the “au thorites** the young gentle- 
man’s remarks, whereupon ho was arrested and 
thrown into prison. lie was afterwards carried 
before a Court Martial and tried, ami convicted 
for attempting to seduce soldiers of his Imperial 
Majesty of Austria todcsert iheirduty. Ilewrs 
condemned to be shot. The American Consul 
at Leghorn, hearing of the affair, promptly in- 
terfered to obtain a stay of proceedings, but for 
a time all his remonstrances were made in vain, 
lie- continued urging his plea till, at last tile 
Military Commandant asked “What end the 
Consul had in view in demanding a stay of pro- 
ceedings?” The Consul replied that "he antici- 
pated the arrival of Commodore Stringmam and 
Cpt. Ingraham, with their vessels, in a day or 
two, and he would be glad to have those officers 
present, at the execution.” The Commandant 
changed countenance, and dismissed the Consul 
saying he would think of it. 

The Consul was astonished the next morning 
to sips the young man entering his office, at lib- 
erty. He had been discharged from prison with 
a reprimand, and a notice to leave the Austrian 
dominions, given by the commandant in person, 
who was at pains to impress on him at the same 
time that his liberation was not in anv respect 
due to the threats about the visit of the Ameri- 
can fleet, but to a consideration or "his extreme 
youth and consequent indiscretion.” 

This is the way Democratic principles work . 

A few more such deeds as that performed by 
Oapt. Ingraham on board the St. Louis, and a 
few more such documents as Marcv’s letter, 
would strike terror into the heart of every ty- 
rant in Europe and put a song of praise to de- 
mdcracy In the mouth of every freeman.

It thus appears that abolitionism is following 
up know-nothingism in Michigan as in all other 
free States.

The Execution of Short and Haney at Greenups- 
burg, Ky — Arrest of a Gang of Burglars. — Re- 
covery of Stolen Goods, SfC , 

Grf.enupsbi rg, Ky., Jan. 21 , 1855. 
Dear Col: — I regret that severe indisposition 
and the press of business thereafter have pre- 
vented me from addressing you at an earlier 
day.. On the 19th inst., Stephen Short and 
William Haney, were executed at this place. 

I propose giving you a short history of the 
murder committed by these men, and al-o an 
account of the execution. I should omit this 
were it not that accounts have been published 
by several papers in which truth is scarcely to 
be found. I had not the "pleasure” of a per- 
sonal acquaintance with the newspaper repor- 
ters who tv ere present on the occasion, but if 
men are to be believed the said reporters would 
have been in much better condition to have 
reported the facts as they existed, and without 
slandering our fellow citizens, had they not 
become too intimately acquainted with the 
steamboat barkeeper and his liquors before 
their arrival at this place. One account to 
which I allude says that the “doggeries” were 
full of “drunken men.” 

All who are in the habit of selling liquors 
here, save one, closed their doors on that day, 
and although there were many drunken men 
here, on that occasion, a large majority were 
tho-c who came on tho several steamers which 
were then here. 

This much in defence of many townsmen who 
did right in not selling whiskey on such asolemn 
occasion; in defence ofhira who sold, I have noth- 
ing to say. 

Shout was, at the time ho murdered McFar- 
land. engaged as a "boss collier” at Clinton 
Furnace in thiscounty. He had been a dissipa- 
ted man for many years, and was an associate of 
lewd women, although married and t lie father 
of eight children. When sober, was an indus- 
trious and peaeablc man; when drinking, was 
easily influenced by his associates to commit evil 
deeds. 

McFarland .was the manager of the Clinton 
Furnace, and a part of his duty was to super- 
intend the coalings. Near the coaling at which 
Short worked was the “.-liauiee” of an Irishman 
named Shane, where whisky was sold by Shane, 
to the furnace hands and the hands Working 
on the Lexington and Big Sandy Railroad. On 
tile day he was murdered, McFarland rode up 
to this "sliantee,” where he found Short and 
several others who had been drinking. No 
words of an angry nature passed between 
them, and McFarland passed, on up the road 
and soon returned down the road. When he 
was about one hundred and ten stjps below 
t :c “shantee,” Short, who had a itle on his 
lap, rai-cd the gun and said "I will shoot him.” 
At this instant a voice behind him said "shoot 
quick or he will be out of yvur wav.” Snor.T 
fired, and McFarland fell from his horse and 
died immedia.ely. Short escaped into Ohio, 
where lie was captured on the second night af- 
ter the murder. Who it was that said "shoot 
q tick” yet is a mystery. The whisky seller 
Shane and a man named Blair were arrested as 
the persons most likely to have said it. Blair 
was promptly acquitted l>y tile examining court; 
Shane was held forfurther trial. 

Shout, on the examination of Blair, swore that 
Blair was innocent of the charge, but under the 
gallows he exonerated Shane amf said Blair 
was the guilty man. Shane is yet in jail here. 
This is a true account of the murder committed 
by Short. 

Haney, the murderer of John Malone, had 
long been a drunkard, in the fullest acceptation of 
the term. 

He was for many years a pilot on the Kan- 
a vha and Ohio Rivers in the employ of the Salt 
manufacturers at Kanawha Salines, and only 
lost his situation when he became too dissipateJ 
to be trusted. He bad lived in this county 
several years, and when lie committed the mur- 
der he lived in a cabin, by himself, some eight 
miles below here. Malone had worked for him, 
and Haney had beat him. and Malone quit 
work with a small balance due him from Haney. 
Some days afterwards Haney invited Malone 
to his house to get his pay. Malone went and 
took with him a shot gun, and Haney, under 
the pretence that he wished to shoot a dog, got 
Malone to load the gun with slugs and leave it at 
his cabin. Malone started home but bad only 
got a few steps from Haney's door when he re- 
ceived the whole load in his body. Haney 
dragged him by his hair about sixty yards from 
the house and concealed him; then returned to 
Ins cabin and sat down and when sonic persons 
came he told them what he had done. They 
futlnd Malone, carried him to the house of John 
L. Gray, where he lingered seven or eight 
days, when death ended his sufferings. Hanky 
was drunk at the time, and had been drinking 
for days before the horrid deed was committed. 
Night before the Execution. 

About half past nine o’clock on the night pre- 
vious to the execution , I visited the cell occupied 
by the condemned men. I found them engaged 
in prayer, in company with some ministers of the 
Os pel and others. 

They told mo that death had no terrors for 
them, that they had made peace with God, and 
felt quite willing to- suffer the penalty of the 
law they had violated in fucli a horrid man- 
ner— they were willing to give their lives for the 
lives they had destroyed. They were earnestly 
engaged in prayer. Soon after ten o’clock they 
expressed a desire to be left alone, and thaconi- 
pany bid them a solemn farewell and left them 
in the care of their guards. Neither of them 
had made a written confession, and great anxie 
ty was evinced by all persons tohear what they 
would say at the place of execution. . 

The day of the Execution. 

Early in the mqrmng people from the country 
came into town by every mode of land convey 
ance almost. Some on foot, others on horseback, 
in wagons, Ac. A liltlelater.steamboatsbegan 
to arrive, with their guards crowded with pas- 
sengers— the old and young, and we regret to 
write it, hut there were among them many, very 
tnany females, most of whom were young and 
good looking and well dressed ladies, all, male 
and female, eager to witness one of the most 
horrid sights that eyes ever beheld! No le 8 
than four steamers brought passengers here for 
the express purpose of seeing the execution- 
two of which were of rhe largest class, and one 
of these brought passengers from ‘Cincinnati, 
Maysville, Portsmouth, Ac, Hundreds of peo- 
ple crossed in the ferry boat at this place, at d 
at twelve o’clock there could not have been less 
than seven thousond people in the town. I 
witnessed the marriage of a young man and a 



young woman, at the clerks office before the ex- 
ecution, and there was another marriage at the 
same place afterwards. 

At quarter past twelve o'clock, by request, I 
went with tho sheriff and his deputies to the jai 1, 
and at 1 o’clock the prisoners were informed by 
him that the time had arrived when it became 
necessary for him to perform a most painful du- 
ty, but one which in the discharge of the duties 
of his office the law required him to perform, 
and he hoped that they would not entertain anv 
unkind feelings towards him on account of it. 
They both answered promptly they did not and 
would not feel unkindly towards him for dis- 
charging, his duty, and that they felt unkindly 
towards no one. The halters were then tied 
around their necks, their arms pinioned, and they 
were placed in a wagon, seated on their coffiins 
and surrounded by the sheriff’s guards, were es- 
corted to the place of execution. 

Now and then they would see in the crowd a 
familiar face, and many; farewells were given by 
each of them to their friends before they reached 
the gallows. Religious services, by request of 
Short, were conducted by the Rev. Mr. Willis 
at the place of execution, at the conclusion of 
which Short was informed by the sheriffthat 
he could occupy as much time as the law per- 
mitted in speaking. Short arose and said “I 
am glad to see so many of my acquaintances and 
friends here to-day, for I wish to give them a 
warning. Some two or three years ago I saw a 
man executed here, and little did I then think 
that I should meet the same fate. You see me 
here to day with a halter around my neck, about 
to suffer a shameful death. Tis captain uthisky and 
bad company have brought me here! I am willing 
to suffer death for the man’s life that 1 destroyed, 
and 1 have nothing against any living mortal, 
and if any have against me I hope they will for- 
give me. 

“I have lived in this world forty two years, and 
the jail from which I have just came is the hap- 
piest place I ever found. I feel that I have 
made my peace with my God— I am sure of it, 
and I do not want to live.* I despise the world 
and hate my life. As to the man Shane, who is 
in jail, I think, to the best of my recollection , 
that he is innocent of the charge of telling me to 
“shoot quick,” and that the man Blair is the 
guilty one and ought to go as I am about to go.’’ 
He repeated his statements about ‘‘whisky and 
bad company,” but the foregoing is the substance 
and almost the exact words he used. 

Haney was then asked if ha desired to speak. 
He said no; that lif had already said all he 
wished to say to somelriends, hut he had nothing 
against any' one and hoped no one had against 
him. They had previously requested the sheriff 
to lie thehaltcrs so tight that when they slipped 
off of the wagon the fall would not be great, if 
an v at all. The caps were now placed over their 
faces and the roj el adjusied" according to- their 
request, and just as the wagon was about to 
move from under them, Short said with great 
composure, "farewell to all my friends.” The 
wagon moved from under them and they were 
launched into eternity. After the execution I 
learned that Hanky had said that some years ago 
heliad killed a negro in Ohioand wassent to the 
Penitentiary of that State for the crime, but was 
pardoned before the expiration of the term for 
which he was sent. I received this from a 
-ource that entitles it to credit. 

Arrest of Burglars — Stolen Goods Recovered. 
Numerous robberies have been 'commit- 
ted in thss section in the last few months, 
among the rest the store of Mr. T. A. Newman 
was broken open and robbed of a large amount 
of goods, and a wagon containing goods for B. 

F. Crawford, Esq., of Grayson, Carter Co., was 
robbed of a large amount of valuable ready 
made clothing, boots, shoes, caps, Ac. Our own 
little town had escaped from the depredations 
of these thieves, except in one or two instances, 
where they contented themselves with taking 
all the shirts one gentlemen had and nearly all 
the turkey’s of anothor gentleman — the old gob- 
bler included. 

On Sunday night, the 14th inst. , the thieves, 
not regarding the nearness of the “temple of 
justice” and the jail, broke open the store of our 
worthy Postmaster, Joseph Pollock, Esq., and 
after helping themselves to a quantity of fine 
dress goods and other articles, they carried off 
his safe — a small iron one — and took it a short 
distance below town, in a skiff, where they 
finally succeeded in forcing it open. They took 
from it over two hundred dollars, mostly hi 



cious conduct of Settle when arrested. On 
his part Settle introduced his eon and two 
daughters who knew nothing and proved noth- 
ing, which had any bearing on the cause. The 
“wonderful Jew” did not come and could not 
be bad. The entire night, almost, was consum- 
ed in arguing the case to tliecourt, and the court 
then looked wise and took the matter under con- 
sideration until a late hour the next morning, at 
which time, they looked wiser than ever and 
come to the conclusion that there “uere reasona 
Uc grounds to believe Settle was guilty and the court 
had therefore come to the conclusion to admit him to 
bail in the ( enormous ) sum of one hundred dollars 

Now, I do not doubt the honesty of the court, 
but 1 must doubt tlieir capacity to discharge the 
important duties of their office, having rendered 
such a farcical judgment as the above. A man 
who pays $150 to lawyers, to defend him before 
an examining court held, to bail in the sum of 
$100! The thing is so preposterous that com- 
ment is unnecessary. 

I propose in my next to give you an account 
of some interesting ancient fortifications situa- 
ted in the lower end of thiscounty.

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gold and silver. Suspicion was directed on tli 
next day towards a man by the name of Isaac 
Cp.em, who, with a noted thief named Jones 
alias Workman, was arrested and a portion of 
Pollock’s goods and also a part of Newman 
were found secreted about Crum’s bouse. 

About eighty dollars of Pollock’s money was 
aDo recovered. A third one of the gang, named 
Rouse, formerly an inmate of the Penitentiary 
e capcd. He and Crum were out on the hill when 
the men went to search Crum's house, and saw 
them and fled; Crum was taken on the next dav 
After the arrest of Jones, alias Workman, li 
intimated that if the house of a Mr. Settle was 
searched they would find a larger amount 
goodsthan had been found at Crum's. Settle 
was arrested and his house searched, when a 
large quantity of vnluable readymade clothing, 
silk handkerchiefs, dress goods, Ac., were found 
in his house. 

Among the goods found at Settle’s were seve 
ral coats which were identified by B. F. Craw- 
ford as a part of the goods stolen from him. 

Settle is an “old fox” and had managed his 
cards well. 

Jones, alias Workman, was tried by- the ex- 
amining court and held to onil in five thousand 
dollars, failing to give which he was committed 
to jail. Crum was next tried, and although he 
harbored the thieves, received their goods, and 
helped to steal them, his bail was fixed at two 
thousand dollars and in default he was commit 
ted to jail. His bail was a great falling off from 
Jones’ and without any apparent reasons for it. 

But the exciting trial was that of “old man 
Settle.” The “old man” had “gold and 
friends;” be employed three of our ablest law- 
yers to defend him before the examining court, at 
the rate of fifty dollars each, and that mostly 
paid in “gold.” Besides all this, we were told 
that “lie could account for all goods found at 
his house by the best of evidence.” “He could 
bring a Jew clothing merchant from Portsmouth, 
Ohio, who would prove wonderful things.” 

Yell, the trial came on, and the Common- 
wealth proved by Crawford that Settle had 
some of his goods in his possession, that tliev 
were li is and no mistake. It was also proven

Wolf vs. the Covington and Lexington Rail 

road Company, Kenton county. 

This action was brought by Wolf against the 
above Company to recover damages for con. 
structingand laying their railroad in front of 
his house and lot on Washington street in the 
city of Covington, and for so lowering the grade 
of the said street in front of his lot as that in 
consequence thereof he lost several young maple 
trees which he had planted on the sidewalk, 
and had been compelled, at great expense, to 
build stone walls along the sides of his lot to 
preserve them, and to place steps necessary for 
ingress and egress, and to incur other expenses 
specified in the petition. 

The defendants, in answer, replied upon au- 
thority from the City Council of Covington to 
locate their road along Washington street, and 
to make it of a suitable grade, and also upon 
the consent of the plaintiff to its location in 
that street; and they say they re-macadamized 
the street in front of the plaintiff’s lot, and the 
lot being low made more valuable by lowering 
the street. 

The plaintiff proved the material facts al- 
leged in his petition as grounds for damages. — 
The defendants proved by the ordinances of 
the city that they were authorized to locate their 
depot in said city, wilhin (jeriain prescribed 
limit*!, shown to include Washington street, and 
that, after having selected a place on that street 
for its location, the Council approved of it, and 
gave special authority to locate the road in that 
street, and declared in the ordinance “that the 
grade of the road be the grade of said street, procid 



ry that they must find for the plaintiff the dam- 
ages actually sustained by placing the road in 
the street in front of his residence, and lower- 
ing the grade; and properly gave an instruction 
to the effect, that, if the plaintiff consented to 
the location of the road where it was located, 
he was entitled to a verdict, but that his action 
in the City Council was not alone sufficient to 
prove his consent. 

The verdict of the jury upon this evidence 
and instruction establishes the fact that he did 
consent, as an individual, to the location of the 
road; which implies a consent to make such re- 
grading as was necessary to make the street sui- 
table for the roadway, which destroys his right 
to damages for whatever injury he may have 
sustained as a consequence thereof. “ Yolante 
non ft injuria .” 

Judgment reversed. 



Congressional. 

Washington, Feb. 1. 

Senate. — The debate that additional force be 
employed resulted in the following amendment 
from Mr. Shields: 

That there shall be added to the army two 
regiments of infantry and and two cavalry, or- 
ganized as in the existing force, and that the 
officers and men authorized by these men shall 
be entitled to the same provisions for their wid- 
ows and orphans and the same allowances and 
benefits in every respect as are allowed to other 
troops composing the army. 

They shall be subject to the rules and article* 
of war, and the men Miall be recruited in the 
same manner as other troops and with the same 
conditions and limitations. 

It will be recollected that the President, in 
his annual message, asked what Mr. Shields’s 
amendment gives. In his recent special mes- 
sage he asked, in addition thereto, 5,000 volun- 
teers for eighteen months, to meet the present 
exigency. 

Washington, Feb. 2.

The sum fixed 
for tavern license is four hundred dollars, and 
the keepers thereof are required to close their 
bars on the Sabbath, and after 11 o’clock at 
night. 

[ITIt is stated that the Rev. Cyrus Johnson 
D. D.,of Charlotte, N. C., died suddenly of ap- 
oplexy, on the 25th ult., in an omnibus whilst 
going to the railroad depot. He was on his way 
to Fort Mills, for the purpose of marrying a gen 
tleman and lady. He was the second who had 
been engaged to perform the ceremony. The Rev. 
A. S. Watts, who had been engaged for the same 
purpose, died a few days previous. 

Green and Barren Rivers. — In a communica- 
tion to tho Bowling Green Standard, S. H. Mur- 
rel says: 

I have recently made such repairs at Lock 
No. 1. as places that now in good order. All 
the other Locks upon the line are in excellent re 
pair and order, with the exception of Lock No. 
§, or Mud River Lock, in which there is a sup- 
posed breach in the Look-pit; but at the present 
stage of water, there is no obstruction to the 
passage of boats. 

The Diving Bell is now undergoing repairs, 
and will be up on the next packet, when the 
breach at Mud river will be ascertained, and 

the proper remedy applied. 



Chief Justice Marshall delivered the opinion 
of the court. The ordinance quoted, his Honor 
regards as express authority to change the 
grade of the street, so far a* it might be neces- 
sary to make it correspond with the grade of 
the road. 

In the case of Kcasey rs. City of Louisoille (4 
Dana,) this Court recognized the right of the 
city authorities to regrade a street, for any pub- 
lic purpose, after it had been once graded and 
Me Ad ami zed. and that the city was not res- 
ponsible for t lie inconvenience occasioned to 
the plaintiff, by such regrading, although it 
raised* the street several feet above t lie level of 
his lot, and although his house had been built 
to suit the original grade; and that, as thefe bad 
been rro trespass or nuisance, nor invasion of 
any peculiar rights* of property of the plaintiff, 
there was no cause of action against the city. — 
Frgo, there could have been .none against her 
agents by whom the regrading was done, if they 
did not exceed the rights and authority of the 
city. 

The case of Appelgate vs. Lex. and Ohio R. R 
Co. (8 Dana) recognizes a railroad, within a city, 
as entirely consistant with the purposes for 
which a street iuay be used, and decides that 
when authorized by the municipal power it is 
not a purpresture or encroachment upon the pub- 
lic property or rights. 

It follows from the principles thus recognized, 
that the city of Covington not onljfc had the 
power to change the grade of Washington street, 
but that it might thus, if necessary, for the pur* 
pose of making it correspond with the grade of 
the railroad, if the road had stopped at the end 
of the street, and so far above or below it as to 
prevent convenient access. And although it 
might have been improper, perhaps inadmissi- 
ble, for the city to incuY, or to throw upon the 
adjacent lot owners, the expense of re-grading, 
for the mere purpose of making a way for the 
road, yet, as the introduction of the road into 
the city was evidently regarded as a public 
benefit or advantage to tl\e city, and must, up- 
on general considerations, been presumed to 
have been advantageous in fact, and as it comes 
within the public purposes for which streets 
are made and used, his Honor is of opinion, that 
the council had power not only to authorize the 
introduction of the road into the city, and the 
use of the streets for its purpose, under such 
restriction as prudence might dictate, but al-o- 
authorize the company to change the grade, so 
as to suit the passage of their road, but at their 
own expense, and on their own responsibility 
Such, his Honor thinks, is the import of the 
ordinances on the subject. There is no com- 
plaints as to the expense of regrading, or as to 
the condition in which the company left the 
street. 

The evidence authorized the jury to find, not 
only that the plaintiff, as a member of the city 
council, (as he says, in obedience to the wishes 
of his constituents,) advocated and voted for 
the location of the road in Washington street, 
but also that he advocated it in a speech before 
the directors of the railroad company, that in 
the contests between different neighborhoods 
whether it should be in Washington or another 
street, he advocated its location in the former 
street, on which he had other property besides 
that now in question, that he said its’location 
there would be worth $1,000 to him, that it has 
in fact increased the value of his property in 
that street and enhanced the value of this par. 
ticular lot as a place of business, though it has 
reduced its value as a residence, for which, on 
account of its being shallow or running back 
but a short distance, it was not very desirable. 

His Honor says, that upon thi* evidence the 
court below properly refused to instruct the ju- 



discu<sion nro-c, with reference to charges of 
bribery at the last session, to secure the passage 
of this bill, and the committee appointed to in- 
vestigate tho-=c charges. The committee refused 
to lay the bill aside. Ayes 29, nays not counted. 

The discussion on ilie testimony before the 
committee was continued until the adjournment 
The Senate was not in s s i m.
